The  number  of  admissions  slightly  increased  over  last  year  to 
225.  The  length  of  treatment  was  short  and  238  patients  were 
discharged,  141  as  recovered  or  improved. 

At  the  Neuro-Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinic  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  (Spruce  Street)  new  patients  numbered  424. 

Attached  are  reports  of  the  Institute,  Franklin  School,  and 
population  and  financial  tables.

Treatment 

Different  new  and  old  ideas  in  treatment  have  been  tried  this 
year  as  last. 

Narcosis  through  drugs  has  given  excellent  results  in  many 
excitements. 

Fever  (malaria)  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  the  treatment 
of  General  Paralysis. 
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Photodyn  has  been  used  in  depressions  with  some  remarkable 
gains. 

The  Aschner  treatment  of  dementia  praecox  has  not  shown 
the  results  claimed  for  it  in  Vienna — at  the  most  it  will  be  used 
only  in  an  exceptional  case. 

Glandular  therapy  has  increased  with  our  added  knowledge 
of  hormones,  especially  the  giving  of  antuitrin  in  involutional  and 
amenorrhoic  cases. 

Neurophysiological  studies  on  the  speed  of  nerve  impulse  and 
reflexes  have  been  continued  by  Dr.  Hughes  with  interesting  re- 
sults. 

Occupational  Therapy  offered  to  patients  weaving,  gardening, 
carpentry,  printing  and  design.  Classes  were  held  in  shops  and 
brought  to  patients  on  the  wards.  The  teachers  have  also  managed 
the  library  and  arranged  outside  trips  for  patients. 

In  Physio-therapy  232  patients  received  12,850  treatments 
which  included  massage,  electro  and  hydro-therapy,  radiant  heat, 
colonic  lavage.  At  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  196  patients  received 
2,140  treatments. 

Recreational  activities  included  calisthenics,  golf  practise,  ten- 
nis, swimming,  squash,  and  baseball.  The  gymnasium  now  under 
construction  (the  gift  of  Mr.  George  W.  Warner),  will  allow 
many  of  these  activities  and  basketball  to  go  on  in  bad  weather. 

ISlusic  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Martha  Kalms  continues 
individual  lessons  in  voice  and  piano  as  well  as  group  singing  and 
operettas.  Concerts  have  been  given  by  the  Matinee  Musical  and 
the  Orpheus  Clubs. 

D erital  treatments  were  given  to  184  patients. 

Psychological  examinations  were  made  on  request. 

Nursing  was  carried  on  by  our  own  permanent  staff,  by  125 
affiliates  from  nine  general  hospitals,  and  by  36  post-graduates  in 
training. 

T caching 

The  amount  of  time  which  is  given  to  instruction  can  be 
estimated  from  a list  of  tbe  following  groups,  for  each  of  which 
a course  of  clinics  and  lectures  has  to  be  provided:  Undergraduate 
medical  students,  fourth  year,  three  sets  of  Graduate  students. 
State  Hospital  physicians.  Men’s  School  of  Nursing,  Women’s 
School  of  Nursing  for  affiliate  and  graduate  groups. 

The  Out-Patient  Clinic 

At  Eighth  Street  in  the  general  hospital  clinic  were  treated 
860  patients,  of  the  424  new  patients  144  were  children.  Referrals 
from  sources  outside  the  hospital  were  most  numerous  from  the 
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Board  of  Public  Education,  the  Society  to  Protect  Children,  the 
Presbyterian  Orphanage,  the  Municipal  Court,  and  the  Protestant 


Episcopal  City  Mission.

Laboratories 

Laboratory  procedures  were,  first,  responses  to  requests  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  and  x-ray  studies ; secondly,  histologi- 
cal studies  of  the  nervous  system ; thirdly,  tests  of  milk  and  water. 
Clinicians  are  demanding  more  of  the  laboratories  each  year  in 
complicated  and  expensive  ways.  In  the  last  months  of  the  j'ear, 
income  from  a fund  set  up  by  Dr.  Owen  Copp  to  further  labora- 
tory research  began  to  be  received. 

Financial  Statement 

Operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $16,274.00  above  in- 
come. Even  so,  many  needed  repairs  were  postponed  and — more 
important — patients  had  to  be  refused  or  kept  too  short  a time. 
Endowment  for  research  into  causes  and  prevention  of  mental 
troubles  is  especially  needed.  A beginning  has  been  made  in  the 
establishment  of  three  research  fellowships  by  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation. 

The  average  income  per  patient  per  week  was  $38.22  and  the 
average  expenses  were  $40.10.  Increasing  prices  made  the  food 
cost  $6,662.00  more  than  last  year. 

Staff  Changes 

Greatest  of  changes  was  the  death  of  Dr.  Daniel  H.  Fuller 
which  occurred  on  February  1st,  1935,  after  the  fiscal  year,  but  of 
such  importance  that  it  should  be  mentioned  now.  Dr.  Fuller,  a 
psychiatrist  of  wide  experience  before  he  came  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  1914,  was  Medical  Director  of  the  Men’s  services  and 
then  in  charge  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  on  Spruce  Street.  His 
loyalty  to  the  hospital  outstanding:  patients  and  fellow  workers 
lost  a devoted  friend. 
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Dr.  Kenneth  Appel,  and  Dr.  Harold  Palmer  in  the  summer, 
have  come  from  the  Institute  to  conduct  staff  conferences  and  to 
encourage  research. 

The  interns  assigned  from  the  Woman’s  Hospital  of  Phila- 
delphia have  been  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  summer  five  interns  from  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital served  short  residences. 

Doctor  Giles  W.  Thomas  and  Dr.  Francis  J.  Braceland  com- 
pleted two  years’  acceptable  services  and  left  for  Fellowship  ap- 
pointments— Dr.  Thomas  going  to  New  York  and  Dr.  Braceland 
to  our  own  Institute. 

In  their  places  Dr.  Edward  O.  Harper,  Dr.  Donald  A.  R. 
Morrison  and  Dr.  Charles  A.  Spangler  were  appointed  to  clinical 
fellowships  for  a year  beginning  July  1st,  1934,  under  the  terms 
of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  grant.  Dr.  Joseph  Hughes  was 
given  a research  fellowship  by  the  same  Foundation. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Webb  began  a year’s  service  on  September 
23rd,  1934.

No  patient  is  admitted  without  the  previous  consent  of  the 
Managers.  Information  about  prospective  patients  should  be  given 
to  physicians  by  personal  interview  if  possible,  or  by  letter.

For  the  payment  of  board,  and  removal  of  patient  when  dis- 
charged, security  is  always  required  from  responsible  residents  of 
Pennsylvania.

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  work  of  the  Institute  seems  now  to  be  settled  and  deter- 
mined on  a basis  which  may  last  for  years.  A grant  from  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  has  stimulated  clinical  and  research  ac- 
tivities, recognized  the  importance  of  the  Institute  in  medical  and 
community  life,  and  made  it  possible  to  accept  some  of  the  chal- 
lenges to  work  which  have  come  from  many  sides — but  especially 
from  schools  and  colleges. 

Patients 

Again  there  has  been  a tendency  for  patients  to  divide  them- 
selves into  about  six  groups.  The  first  group  has  come  to  get 
oriented  as  to  the  meaning  of  certain  troublesome  personality  char- 
acteristics. One  may  want  to  do  little  more  than  talk  about  his 
difficulties  and  conflicts,  another  may  wish  reassurance  because  of 
attitudes  of  inferiority,  a third  may  be  concerned  over  personal  and 
family  adjustments.  Evidently  they  take  a pride  in  working  things 
out  for  themselves  and  after  one  interview  they  seem  to  get  a brief 
start  in  the  correct  direction.  A second  group  seeks  relief  from 
too  great  anxiety  by  reassurance,  suggestion,  electro-therapy,  and 
hydro-therapy. 

Re-education  is  a form  of  psychotherapy  used  in  the  third 
group  where  intelligent  patients  wish  to  study  and  read  and  place 
themselves  on  a balanced  schedule  of  living.  With  other  patients 
it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  dig  deeper  to  find  the  causes  for  their 
difficulties.  A fifth  group,  a small  one,  has  deep-seated  conflicts 
which  seem  to  be  best  reached  by  a modified  psychoanalytic  tech- 
nique with  one  or  two  interviews  a week.  And  lastly  a few  pa- 
tients seem  to  need  orthodox  psychoanalysis. 

During  the  year  there  were  130  new  admissions  and  237 
readmissions.  Alany  came  in  during  times  of  stress  at  home  or 
when  they  were  fatigued,  or  came  in  for  a few  days  for  examina- 
tion and  then  returned  for  a longer  stay.  Residence  has  been  as 
informal  as  it  could  be  made. 

It  is  possible  for  patients  to  live  at  the  Institute  and  continue 
their  business  or  studies. 

There  is  a growing  tendency  for  other  patients  to  live  at 
home  and  spend  the  day  at  the  Institute  in  learning  crafts,  con- 
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suiting  physicians  and  receiving  different  kinds  of  therapy.  This 
scheme  can  cut  down  expenses.

Mild  depressions — usually  understandable  and  almost  normal 
reactions  to  unusual  strains — have  been  numerous. 

Admissions  have  been  made  where  patients  with  physical  dis- 
eases have  also  emotional  or  personality  problems. 

Again  this  year,  January  and  February  have  brought  many 
college  students.  The  mid-winter  disagreeable  weather  coincides 
with  the  responsibility  for  mid-year  examinations  and  perhaps  the 
combination  brings  out  other  and  older  difficulties. 

Patients  of  all  ages  present  endless  variations  in  working  out 
their  relationship  to  members  of  their  families. 

The  Franklin  School 

This  school  was  organized  in  1924  to  treat  children  who  were 
bright  and  badly  behaved.  Many  of  them  had  had  encephalitis. 
This  year  20  children  were  admitted  for  observation  and  treat- 
ment, and  4 former  pupils  were  returned. 

A great  need  of  the  school  was  fulfilled  beginning  in  Septem- 
ber of  tbe  year.  Dr.  Evelyn  Alpern  joined  the  psychiatric  staff 
on  one  of  the  Rockefeller  fellowships,  and  is  able  to  devote  full 
time  to  psychotherapeutic  work  with  the  children,  as  well  as 
supervise  the  general  treatment  work  of  the  school.  This  corre- 
lates the  treatment  of  the  children  better  than  has  been  achieved 
before. 

The  school  continues  its  service  to  Philadelphia  and  Phila- 
delphia agencies,  but  children  have  come  also  from  New  Jersey 
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and  New  York,  and  from  Michigan,  North  Carolina  and  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  physical  set-up  of  the  school  is  much  improved  due  to 
more  frequent  and  complete  painting,  and  the  addition  of  attrac- 
tive new  living  room  furniture. 

On  the  whole  the  efficiency  of  the  school  has  materially  in- 
creased, because  of  the  personnel’s  gaining  more  experience,  and 
because  admissions  have  been  limited  to  those  problem  cases  which 
can  be  most  benefited  by  the  type  of  environment  offered  by  the 
school. 

As  the  school  grows  in  experience,  it  is  easy  to  see  the  need 
for  one  or  two  more  units  organized  on  a similar  plan,  but  for 
children  of  different  ages  or  of  different  types  of  problems.  The 
growth,  development,  and  service  of  the  school  is  only  limited  by 
economic  factors. 

In  order  to  conserve  finances  the  summer  camp  was  not  used 
this  year,  but  a summer  program  of  activities  for  the  children  pro- 
vided a substitute  while  they  continued  their  residence  at  the  school. 

During  the  year  the  special  follow-up  studies  of  children  for- 
merly treated  was  completed,  and  data  concerning  this  will  be 
presented  by  Dr.  Bond  and  Dr.  Smith  before  various  scientific 
meetings  and  elsewhere  where  it  may  be  of  interest  and  use.  The 
experiences  of  ten  years  will  be  summarized. 

Tbe  special  committee  of  the  Wom.an’s  Auxiliary  Committee 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  helped  greatly  with  counsel  and 
with  personal  service.  The  larger  committee  has  contributed 
$275.00  to  the  school:  the  special  committee  has  turned  in  $115.00, 
a Christmas  Fund  of  $40.00,  and  many  articles  of  furniture  and 
toys,  besides  arranging  two  picnics  for  tbe  children. 

An  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  build  up  an  income  from 
board  and  room  charges  for  the  children  that  would  appreciably 
lessen  tbe  large  deficit  incurred  in  the  operation  of  the  school, 
since  there  is  no  longer  outside  support  from  the  Commonwealth 
Fund.  Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  income  from  rates  for  care 
closely  approximated  the  cash  payroll  cost  of  the  school,  but  each 
year  there  is  a deficit  close  to  $10,000.00. 

Parent  Education 

In  the  belief  that  the  work  of  the  Institute  would  be  incom- 
plete without  an  arm  devoted  to  parent  education  or  to  activities 
which  had  the  purpose  of  bettering  relationships  between  all  adults 
and  children,  the  main  interest  of  the  Parents’  Council  has  been 
continued. 

The  need  of  building  a program,  and  of  making  sure  of  get- 
ting one  which  would  fit  in  with  and  help  all  existing  plans  of 
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other  organizations,  led  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  LeRoy  E. 
Bowman  of  New  York  as  half-time  Consultant.  Mr.  Bowman 
has  had  wide  experience  in  settlements  and  recreational  and  health 
centers.  He  is  Director  of  training  of  leaders  of  eighty  study 
groups  of  the  United  Parents  Associations  connected  with  Teachers 
College  of  New  York.  His  coming  to  us  is  made  possible  by  a 
grant  of  the  Milbank  Fund,  and  his  chief  object  is  the  working 
out  with  the  officers  of  that  Fund  of  a mental  hygiene  project  in 
a school  community. 

Psychological  Service 

Extension  work  has  increased  and  individual  or  group  psy- 
chological vocation  guidance  examinations  have  been  made  on  stu- 
dents of  Haverford  College  and  five  schools. 

In  studying  students  for  admission  studies  have  been  made  on 
55  applicants  for  Ellis  College  and  4 for  the  Hershey  School. 

Personality  studies  of  applicants  for  nurses’  training  have  been 
made  on  our  own  applicants,  on  8 from  St.  Christopher’s  Hospital, 
and  16  from  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at  the  Eighth  Street  De- 
partment. 

Psychologists  have  worked  also  at  the  Eighth  Street  and 
Forty-ninth  Street  out-patient  clinics. 

Lectures 

Lectures  have  been  given  in  three  courses  at  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  three  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  Medicine,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  two  courses 
in  non-medical  Schools  of  the  University. 

An  Elective  Course  of  18  lectures  has  been  given  to  those 
fourth  year  students  in  the  School  of  Medicine  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  who  have  elected  it,  and  to  interns  in  Philadelphia 
hospitals.  There  has  been  good  attendance. 

The  staff  has  taken  an  active  part  in  a ten  weeks’  course 
given  to  physicians  of  State  hospitals. 

Other  groups  reached  have  been  the  Junior  League,  several 
schools  and  colleges,  parents’  associations.  Interdenominational 
Union,  County  and  State  Medical  Societies,  the  Philadelphia 
School  of  Occupational  Therapy,  and  nurses’  classes.
